| Living With 


| Your Heart 


It's common knowledge today 


have more than a casual rela- 
tionship. 

The Heart Association of 
Palm Beach and Martin Coun- 
ties has advised the public for 
several years that weight- 
watching, although not a sure- 
fire guarantee against heart 
trouble, is excellent practice for 
one's general health as well as 
for the heart's protection. 

One of the annovances that 
go with overweight is frequent 
difficulty in breathing. The fat- 
ter the individual, the more dif- 
ficult a job breathing is likely 
to become. Why? 

This is a question that has 
interested the Heart Association 
for a long time. both in the in- 
terest of discovering how best 
to treat breathing problems, and 
to gain new knowledge about 
the processes through’ which 
breathing is controlled. 

In Heart Association-sponsor- 
ed research at the Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia, Egyptian-botn 
Dr. Sami I, Said has developed 
a theory to explain the breath- 
ing difficulties of the very g- 
bese, 

The chest wall, he explains, is 
much heavier in the fat than in 
those of normal weight. This 
means that breathing demands 
greater effort. A man weighing 
| 400 Pounds, for instance, m: 
| have trouble catching his breath 
if he does nothing more stren- 
uous tha nturn over in bed, 

Dr. Said believes the very fat 
“protect” themselves against 
extra effort through some mech- 
enism of the nervous system. 
which produces the character- 
istically shallow and irregular 
breathing of the obese. 

This, in turn, brings uneven 
distribution of blood and air in- 
to the capillaries and air sacs 
of the lungs. Some of these air 
spaces may collapse and stop 
working leading to incomplete 
| xygenation of blood circulating 


Insufficient oxygen in the 
blood means that such vital or- 
Fans as theheart and brain do 
not get as much oxygen as they 
need to function properly. One 
complication is heart failure. In 
late stages, the blood's carbon 
dioxide level rises as the oxy- 
gen keeps falling. 

Dr. Said finds that a fey deep 
breaths, made with a conscious 
effort, will restore an obese 
person's blood oxygen to normal 
levels and correct his breathing 
difficulties—but a relapse usu- 
elly comes soon. 

A new treatment for respira- 
tory problems of the obese is a 
drug named vanillic diethyla- 
mide, just released for general 
medical use. It stimulates respi- 
ration and Dr. Said believes it 
may be useful in other condi- 
tions where breathing is de- 
Pressed, such as barbiturate 
poisoning and breathing trouble 
after anesthesia. As for the 
obese person, Dr. Said empha- 
sizes that the most effective 
treatment is to lose weight. Aft- 
er reduction, breathing difficul- 
ties tend to disappear.

$500 Fish 
Swimming Around 
In Florida 


Some of those tagged. fish 
swimming around from the 1961 
Schlitz Florida Fishing Derby 
now are worth $500 instead of 


The company, which will re- 
peat its huge $500,000 fishing 
derby in 1962, reports it has 
established a substantial num- 
ber of special conservation a- 
wards of $500 each for the 11,- 
000-odd tagged fish left from 
the 1961 event. The purpose, 
said Schlitz, is to stimulate max- 
imum research benefits. 

The rules of the 1961 derby 
stipulated that any of the re- 
maining tagged fish, which 
were worth from $25 to $10,000 
during the event, would bring 
$3.00 from July 1, 1961, through 
December 31, 1962. Some 600 
of these fish have been caught 
throughout Florida since last 
July and turned in to Schlitz 
wholesalers for the $3.00 pay- 
ment. 

“The Florida State Board of 
Conservation and the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission, cooperating in the 
Schlitz fishing derbies for re- 
search purposes, are especially 
anxious to get back as many as 
possible of these remaining fish 
“said Kaye. “The longer a tag- 
ged fish has been at large, the 
more information it can fur- 
nish on such research aspects as 
growth and migration.

At the close of mid-semester 
reached a new high in its ever- 
growing scholarship program: 
Approximately 75 organizations 
and individuals have made pos- 
sible over 90 scholarships and 
work assistantships to qualified 
men and women students at the 
Jocal college.

Organizations and individ- 
uals that select their recipients 
establish their own criteria for 
scholarship awards. Some schol- 
arships are given directly to the 
student and do not go through 
the college finance office.
